A pioneer of this great church of 
ours, Mother Bailey has served 
and paved the way for many. 
Who has touched many lives, 
both male and female. Who has 
trained and encouraged many, 
many church women under her 
jurisdiction? 


It was in 1920, when Mother 
Bailey, in the company of others 
in her pioneer work, stopped in 
Arkansas, Kansas, Missouri, 
Illinois and then on to the East. 
Over fifty-five years ago she 
pioneered in Buffalo, New York, 
New York City, Connecticut, 
Mass., and then on to New 
Jersey. In 1921, in Trenton, 
New Jersey, the first 
Convocation for this great state 
was held. The late overseer 
Bryant and Mother Lula Cox 
were presiding, and the first 
state Evangelists were brought to 
Trenton to share in the growth 
of this great state. One dedicated 
young woman, Mother Anne L. 
Bailey, was there, along with 
others who are now all deceased. 


In 1922, when the second 
Convocation was held in Orange, 
Mother Bailey served, not only 
teaching, but cooking or 
whatever her hands found for 
her to do. She became the first 
secretary in New Jersey and 
served until 1943.

Hamilton under the tent, the 
First Church of Newark, (then 
known as the ‘‘Mother Church’”’, 
which was a storefront), and 
during this pioneer work with 
the late Elder Hamilton, many 
souls were saved and added to 
the church. 


In 1925, when the late Bishop 
James Wells (known as Brother) 
was sent to Newark to begin 
work on the street corners of 
Montgomery and Broome streets 
(skid row), he was so shy that 
Mother Bailey, along with other 
Missionaries and Bishop Wells 
wife Doll, helped build the work 
on the street corner with the 
telegraph pole as their pulpit and 
the sky as their covering. The 
people gathered and followed 
them, until they had to house 
them. They moved from the 
street corner into the storefront 
at 210 Broome Street. The work 
in Newark grew and grew; 
Mother Bailey called Newark the 
‘“‘Hotbed.” Bishop Wells built 
215 Broome Street when the 
storefront was not large enough, 
but it soon became too small. 
Wells Cathedral was purchased 
for God’s people, which is ‘the 
largest edifice in New Jersey, but 
it all started on the street corner. 


No! No! New Jersey cannot 
forget her, Mother Anne L. 
Bailey, for her worksake, for her 
dedication to God. Sometimes 
her clothes were threadbare, 
shoe soles very thin, but she was 
a non-complainer, she wanted 
God glorified. ““Sweet Orange’’, 
as Mother Bailey called it, was 
the second Church of God in 
Christ built in New Jersey, 
where, because of her labor, it 
was fruitful. Orange has 
produced good timber, also New 
Brunswick, Camden, Woodbury, 
Bayonne, Jersey City and others.

As I write the column this 
month, I sit at a typewriter in 
the city of Odumasi, Ghana, 
West Africa, on the second stop 
of a nine, nation tour of a 
mission work. The purpose of 
this writing is to give, in some 
detail, a report of the 45th 
Convocation of the Church of 
God in Christ in Liberia, meeting 
December 8-14, 1975. 


The Liberian Convocation this 
year was held at Monalu Mission, 
in the rural bush area, far south 
of the capital city of Monrovia. 
It is no wonder that Missionary 
Francina Wiggins, the founder of 
this station was on the same 
plane from New York to 
Monrovia. We talked all night 
long in anticipation of the great 
event---the first of the 
convocations in Liberia to be 


| held at Monalu. There was much 


business in Monrovia the next 
morning after arrival. Sister 
Wiggins caught the plane to Cape 
Palmas and there was met with a 
royal reception after which she 
was carried to the convocation, 
and the place of her pioneer

your sons and your daughters 
shall prophesy...And upon the 
servants and upon the 
handmaids in those days will I 
pour out my Spirit... And it shall 
come to pass that whosoever 
shall call on the name of the 
Lord shall be delivered.’

That is, to understand 
its origins, its order, its 
composition-to bring Christ 
down from above. They dig deep 
into past civilizations and the 
roots of man’s existence through 
anthropological and 
archeological discoveries to find 
the ultimate meaning of 
existence and man’s being. That 
is, they attempt to bring Christ 
up from the earth. Knowing of 
the historical Christ Jesus, but 
not the Christ of faith although 
they suppose that they know 
Him by faith. They take his 
words and bend them and 
stretch them until they conform 
to their own logic, modern 
sociological and psychological 


labors. I remained with General 
Superintendent Alfred G. 
Reeves, and made a quick visit 
to the work and school at 
Kakata City. Then we made 
ready to leave for Cape Palmas 
and the Convocation the next 
day. 


At our arrival in Cape Palmas, 
we were rushed to Pleebo and to 
the funeral of the Assistant 
Supervisor of Women, Sister 
Ethel Nyemah, who had passed 
away on the first night of the 
convocation. This was just one 
of happenings which sought to 
rob the blessings of the meeting. 
Already, the car of Supt. Reeves 
had met with an accident on the 
long dirt road coming from 
Monrovia to the southern areas 
of the country. The car had 
turned over twice and Sister 
Cassell, wife of Supt. David E.M. 
Cassell received a shoulder 


injury.

FACTS TO CONSIDER WHEN 
STUDYING THE BIBLE

This article is the first of a series 
of articles to appear in “The 
Whole Truth” the purpose of 
which is to shed some insights 
on the subject of New 
Testament studies. Therefore, 
this initial article is designed to 
serve two primary functions. 
The first is to point out the fact 
that Jesus and the later Christian 
movement did not develop 
within a vacuum (at a time when 
nothing else religiously was 
taking place in the world) as 
many people seem to believe,

Church, which held a mixture of 
native joyous shouts and bitter 
wailings.

happening religiously. Secondly, 
to point out that Christianity 
while in its embroynic stage 
borrowed words, ideas, and 
concepts from other religions, 
and after attaching new 
meanings to them, made them a 
part of Christianity. 


The world into which 
Christianity was born was 
actively engaged in the quest of 
salvation, inner peace, happiness, 
and there was much congern for 
telos, or the ultimate aim of 
human existence. The fact that 
this is historically true simply 
means that for many peoples of 
that day, Jesus was just another 
historical person who was 
appearing on the religious scene 
proclaiming to do what many 
others had and were proclaiming 
to do also. Therefore, it was 
necessary for this Jesus to do 
something that was unique and 
very different from what others 
had done. At this point those 
unique and different aspects of 
his whole life cannot be dealt 
with; for we must set in 
perspective those historical and 
religious phenomena which were 
in the same arena of activities as 
was the Christian movement. 


When Christianity entered 
history it found already in 
existence the mystery religions. 
The mystery religions were, in a 
sense, monotheistic (the belief in 
one god), but not in the sense of 
Old Testament understanding of 
monotheism. For in the mystery 
religions the person may be 
initiated into more than one 
mystery. If a person was 
initiated into a mystery he 
participated in the mystery god 
personally by being absorbed in 
him, the god. This was done in 
many instances by baptism; for 
at baptism they felt that the 
baptized person became spirit, 
and thus on the level with the 
god. One only needs to read 
Romans 6 to see how these 
concepts are utilized by Paul to 
describe such relationship with 
respect to Jesus. It is obvious

letter of the New Testament, (I 
Thess. A. D. 50), is drawing 
upon the existing concepts of 
the mystery religions to show 
how the Christian participates in 
the death and resurrection of 
Jesus. But Paul never would say 
that in this participation man 
lost his human qualities and was 
absorbed in God to the point 
that man became God. For Paul, 
God was always God and man 
was always man, and that a true 
Christian was a Spirit-ruled man, 
or person. 
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distinct and separate act. This 
question is raised if one has no 
knowledge of whose disciples 
Paul met in Acts 19. Apparently, 
he assumed them to be the 
disciples of Jesus Christ; but 
only after asking the question 
did he find out that they were 
John’s disciples. This 
presupposes that one could be a 
disciple of Jesus, a baptized 
believer, and not have received 
the Holy Ghost. After making 
them disciples of Jesus Christ, 
the Holy Ghost imparted to the 
already baptized believers only 
when Paul layed his hands upon 
them. It was a separate act. They 
were all filled with the Holy 
Ghost and spoke in tongues and 
prophesied accordingly, fulfilling 
the promise.

in 1971. 


He holds doctor of divinity and 
law degrees from Trinity Hall 
College and Seminary in 
Springfield, III. 


A recipient of a special 
achievement award given by the 
religious workers guild of the 
denomination, he has served as 
superintendent of the church’s 
Santa Monica District and Santa 
Barbara Region. 


From 1968 until February, 
1975, Dr. Benbow pastored the 
New Light Church of God in 
Christ in Santa Barbara. 


The New Light COGIC was 
organized in 1959, at 2905 S, 
Main St., Santa Monica, 
California.
